GAS FIRES FOR BEDROOMS. 


Mr, A. H. Barker, who has mage a special 
study of the ventilation of bedrooms, has re- “- 
ported the results of a series of experiments 
he made recently in London. “' These obser- 
vations,”’ he says, “ have satisfied me that a 
bedroom with a flue, even with a closed win- 
dow, is fresher than is a bédroom without a 
flue, but with a window slightly ope“sd. The 
best of all the ventilation results is secured 
by an open chimney flue with a small gas 
fire. Even with a closed window nothing is 
to be feared from the condition of the air 
if there is,a flue. - Building. by-laws often 
specify that if a room is built without a flue 
a small external grating, whose size is often 
specified in relation to the cubic capacity ' of 
the room, must be supplied instead. This 
provision is really useless, apart from the fact 
that the gratings are so small as to be practi- 
cally without value. An uninformed person 
who is cold, or who has the opinion that night 
air is dangerous, will always. block up such 
an opening with newspapers or otherwise. 
They will also stop up by similar means an 
ordinary fireplace flue. The important point 
about the fixing of a gas fire in the grate is 
that it increases the difficulty of stopping up |

With a cluster of, buds on the spur to which 
the young wood is pruned back to ali 
but a couple of eyes disbudding is com- 
menced by rubbing off the weather buds, 
everftually leaving two of the strongest, 
and whichever shows as it proceeds the 
best bunch is the shoot to leave. The 
job now is to bring it down in contact 
with the wire to which it will be tied, 
and it is only by coaxing—that is bring- 
ing it down by slow degrees without 
snapping off at the joint it can be done. 
lt is, alas, too often the case that the 
shoot; which is amenable to this in the 
daytime, under less flaccid conditions at 
night breaks off. 

Hence the wisdom of having two strings to 
one’s bow, but once the refractory shoot 
is safely tied down the auxiliary shoot 
can be cut back to an eye, and from 
then on under rapid growth whigh the 
vine makes, and should wing, Sm 
congenial conditions, pinching out the 
laterals from below the bunch and pinch- 
ing them back to a single Jeaf above 
it ás the chief work until the bunches 
are in flower, during which a drier air 
under judicious vartiligion helps the set. 
As-a@ rule, the main shoot will be stopped 
two or three joints above the bunch.

Mr. Fitzgerald, denied that he went into the 
house, 59 Belgrave square, without Mrs. 
Cummins’s consent, or that he got the keys 
from the ype tenant. “He had a verbal 
agreement with Mrs. Cummins. 

Re-examined by Mr. Lynch, the plaintiff 
said that he got power of attorney to act for 
Mrs, Cummins to enable him to look after 
her property without question or interference. 
After Mrs. Cummins’s death Father Hackett 
came to stay at the Belgrave Hotel, and sent 
for him on the 8th June. Father Hackett 
said he wished to see Mrs, Cummins’s last 
will, and the witness read over a copy of it 
to him. He asked Father Hackett would he 
take up the position of executor in place of 
him, and Father Hackett said no; that he 
was delighted to have the responsibility taken 
off his shoulders, as he was án old man of 
75 years of age. Father Hackett then asked 
if he would give him some jewellery that was 
in the safe in. No. 60, to bring back to 
France to Mrs. Doyle. He replied that at 
the moment he could not give anything to 
anybody, but that if the last will was proved 
anything that Mrs, Doyle wished for she 
had only to ask for it, and it would be sent 
to her. 

PLAINTIFF'S WIFE’S EVIDENCE. | 

Mrs. Eva Dowling, wife of the plaintiff, 
said that she had met Mrs, Cummins only a 
few times. She had never at any time spoken 
to Mrs. Cummins or used any influence upon 
her to leave anything to her husband or 
herself. The witness saw Mrs. Cummins 
sign the codicil, and she then witnessed the 
signature by signing herself. Miss Ryan was 
present, and saw her to the door. On that 
evening Mrs, Cummins spoke nicely to the 
witness, and-seemed very well. There was 
nothing on that evening of the 10th February 
to suggest that Mrs. Cummins did not know 
what she was doing. Mrs. Cummins always 
appeared to witness to be an intelligent lady, 
and able to discuss business affairs. 

Gross-examined by war. Henry, the witness 
said that the will and the codicil were both 
signed on a Thursday. 

Mr. Henry—Was not that the servants 
evening off? Was not Thursday her half 
day out’—I could not say. 

Further cross-examined, the witness denied 
that when she witnessed the codicil her hus- 
band said to Mrs. Cummins—* Sign the docu- 
ment now.” Mrs. Cummins opened the paper 
herself. When Mrs. Cummins had finished 
the witness’s husband said to her—'' Sign 
now.” 

Replying to Mr: Rearden, the witness 
said that she was surprised when she heard 
of the legacy that. her husband was getting. 
Her husband told her not to speak of it to 
anybody, The witness did not call on Mrs. 
Cummins after the making of the codicil up 
to the date of her death. She did not hear 
of Mrs. Cummins’s illness until ten days be- 
fore her death. ' 

Cross examined by Mr. Geoghegan, the 
witness said that she did not know that, Miss 
Ryan benefited under the will, and got six 
houses, until after the death of Mrs. Cum- 
mins. Then her husband handed her a copy 
of the will, and she read it through. Miss 
Ryan was on friendly terms with the witness, 
and. called occasionally to her house to see 
Mr. Dowling on business matters. 


COMPANION'S EVIDENCE. 

Miss Marie Ryan said that Mr. Cummins 
was her god-father. The witness used to 
spend holidays with the Cummins’s at Kil- 
liney occasionally. At those times Mrs. 
Cummins used to call for the witness and 
bring her out. As a child she sometimes 
ved with the Cummins’s at No. 60 Belgrave 
square In 1924, when she went to visit 
Mrs. Cummins she was surprised at the state 
of neglect in which she found her. Mrs. 
Cummins asked her to stay and live with 
her. She was considering the matter when 
Mrs. Cummins put her arms round wit- 
nesses neck and said—‘‘ For the love of God, 
and for my husband’s sake, who was yorr 
god-father, and your father and mother's 
sake, stay. J am sure they would be only 
too pleased to know that you remained with 
me.’ When the witness consented to stay 
Mrs. Cummins said—‘‘ Be quite sure, I will 
provide for you.” . What way she was pro- 
vided for the witness did not know until she 
heard the will read. At no time did she 
ever receivé any money from Mrs. Cummins. 

In the course of further evidence, the wit- 
ness said that in the April before Mrs. 
Cummins died, Mrs. Cummins was short of 
money for coal, and asked Mrs. Gorman for 
the loan of £3 until the rents came in. Mrs. 
Gorman did not give the money, and Mrs. 
Cummins seemed worried and troubled about 
the refusal. The witness then went down 
to McCormick's, Rathmines, and ordered the 
coal, for which she paid £2 8s. This money 
was never refunded to her, but would have 
been if Mrs. Cumfmins had lived. Mrs. 
Cummins always told witness that the Hay- 
dens were her third or fourth cousins. 

Mr, Lynch-—-What type of woman was Mrs. 
Cummins? 

Witness—She was a highly educated per- 
son; could speak many languages, and a 
gifted musician. She was a woman of very 
stern manner, and rather cold unless she 
knew you very well, and very exacting, 

Did you notice any falling off in her in- 
telligence before she got this attack on 25th 
May, 1927’—None whatever. 

Further examined, the witness said that 
she called Dr. Hayes to treat Mrs. Cummins 
for stomach ache and flatulence on 5th Octo- 
ber, Mrs, Cummins had not had a 
doctor before for years. On 25th May, 1927, 
Mrs. Cummins had a serious hemorrhage 
from the stomach, and the witness again 
called in Dr, Hayes. On the evening of 
that day he was to call back again, but was 
told, the witness understood, by Mrs. 
Gorman or Mrs. Moylan, that his services 
were not required, 


THE SECOND WILL. 

Miss Ryan, in the course of further 
examination, stated that Mrs. Cummins re- 
ceived letters frequently from the Dublin and 
Suburban Workmen’s Dwellings Company 
summoning her to meetings. Mrs. Cummins 
told her that the people down at the Dwell- 
‘ings Company did not seem to fancy her 
turning up at the meetings, and she asked 
why she did not appoint Mrs. Gorman to 
attend on her behalf on account of her ad- 
vanced age. Mrs. Cummins said that she 
would continue to attend the meetings, and 
did so up to March of the year that she died. 
On ilth May a letter came-from Mr. Ritchie, 
the secretary of the company, asking how 
many shares she wished transferred to Mr. 
Gorman, and Mrs. Cummins said that she 
would transfer no shares to anybody. In 
June, 1926, Father Hackett drew up a will 
for Mrs. Cummins. Some six weeks later Mrs. 
Cummins remarked that she was not sleeping 
well, thinking of the will that she had made 
with Father Hackett—that she was not 
satisfied with it. At Mrs. Cummins’s request 
the witness wrote to Father Hackett for a 
copy of the will. After the will of 3rd 
February had been made Mrs. Cummins 
directed witness to write to Father Hackett 
end tell him to destroy the will he drew up 
for her; that she was not satisfed with it. 
eva thot she hed made another will. Witness 
On the day follow- 
ing Mrs. Cummins’s funeral she sew Father 
Hackett at the Belcrave “otel. When she 
told him of the new will anpointing |r. 
Dowling execntor. Father Hackett said that 
he wes delichted to hear it. as it relieved him 
of all responsibility. She brought 
Dowling to the hotel to read the new 
and he offered to let Father Hackett act 
executor. When he was going back to France 
the witness saw him to the boat, and Father 
Hackett said then that he was satisfied with. 
the way in which Mrs. Cummins had settled 
her affairs, Mr. and Mrs. Moylan were on 
the pier, and she asked were thev going to 
visit him ín France, and Father Hackett re- 
marked that they would not get a very warm i 
reception there.

WEXFORD WILL SUIT SETTLED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A 
JURY.) 


A settlement was announced in the case in 
which James O'Farrell and William Connick, 
of Wexford, sought to establish the will of 
Joseph Patrick Fardy, of Rowe street, Wex- 
ford. The will had been contested by 
Raymond Dillon and Margaret and Catherine 
Fardy, three of the next-of-kin, on the usual 
statutory grounds. 

The deceased man left £500 to each of the 
two executors, the plaintiffs in the action, 
and everything else to the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society for the relief of the poor of 
Wexford. The value of the estate was stated 
to be £18.900. 

At the close of the first day’s hearing, Mr. 
Justice Hanna suggested that some settlement 
might be arrived at by which, with the ap- 
proval of the Attorney-General and the 
executors, and with the assent of the Wexford 
representatives of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, some provision should be made for 
the defendants, who were in poor circum- 


stances.

(instructed by Messrs. P. J. O'Flaherty and 
Son), appeared for the plaintiffs, now handed 
a document to the judge.

HUSBAND AND WIFE BBING 
PETTTIONS. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 

‘Two matrimonial suits, which were con- 
solidated by an order of the Court, came 
on for hearing. In the first action James 
Edward Behan, of 60 Grove Park, Rathmines, 
petitioned for a divorce a mensa et thoro 
from his wife, Olive Norman Behan, on the 
ground of her alleged adultery with three 
men, named Henry Tennant, Edgar Hogg 
and Keith Hennessy, and also on the ground 
of her alleged cruelty in causing him to be 
committed to Richmond Dunatie Asylum. 

The respondent denied adultery, and, in 
the alternative, said that, if she was guilty of 
adultery (which she denied), it was condoned 
by the petitioner with regard to the men 
Tennant and Hogg. She also denied that 
she at any -time inflicted cruelty on the 
petitioner. In reply the petitioner stated 
that, if he condoned the respondent's adultery 
with Henry Tennant and Edgar Hogg (which 
he denied), such condonation was cancelled 
by the subsequent adultery and misconduct 
of the respondent. 


WIFE’S PETITION, 

In the second action Mrs, Olive Norman 
Behan petitioned for a divorce from her 
husband, James Edward Behan, on the 
ground of alleged persistent and continuous 
cruelty toher. The husband, the respondent 
in this action, denied cruelty to his wife, 
the petitioner, and shaááil alternatively, 
that, if he had been guilty of any cruelt 
to the petitioner, she had brought suc 
cruelty upon herself by her persistent 
adulterous intercourse with other men. ‘lhe 
petitioner’s answer was a jointure of issue.

At the Bridewell he was left 
in a cell all night. Next morning he was 
brought to Court, and a policeman told the 
magistrate that he had been arrested at his 
house the previous night. It was stated that 
there were no witnesses present, and he 
was put back. 


“WHAT IS THIS ROW?’’ 

Later he was brought into a room where 
a gentleman was seated at a table. He 
did not know at the time that this gentle- 
man was a doctor. The gentleman said: 
“What is this row between you and your 
wife?” Witness replied that he would not 
answer any questions until he had seen his 
solicitor. His wife came to the room and 
stated that he had threatened to ‘ swing 
for her.” He denied this. He was taken to 
another room and afterwards brought to 
Richmond Lunatic Asylum. No deposition 
was read against him. He was in the con- 
valescent department of Richmond for about 
thirteen days and was then allowed ont. 

The witness then, in reply to counsel, 
denied that he had been guilty of any cruelty 
to his wife, and gave detailed denials of the 
allegations in the petition. 

The witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
Wood, K.C., who, with Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. McGuckin (instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene and Sons), appeared for Mrs. 
Behan, and said that he did not use any more 
vile language than the ordinary man.

JUDGMENT IN APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
URNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was concluded of the appeal 
brought by the plaintiff and petitioner in the 
case of Loughridge against the Irish Kine- 
matograph Company (1920), Limited, from 
an order of Mr. Justice Meredith in the High 
Court, last November, dismissing the peti- 
tion for the winding up of the company on 
the ground that the petitioner had not proved 
that the company was unable to pay its 
debts or the amount of £140, which he 
claimed to be due to him in respect of salary 
while acting as auditor of the company. The 
appellant and petitioner now sought to have 
that order discharged and an order made in 
lieu thereof, winding up the company, with 
costs, on the brosna that the learned judge 
had misdirected himself in holding that the 
petitioner had not proved that the sum 
claimed by him was validly due, but that 
the sum was bona fide disputed by the com- 


any. 

: On behalf of the respondent company it 
was denied that the re egg was insolvent 
or unable to pay its debts. It was admitted 
that there was a sum of £40 due to the 
petitioner and appellant, and that the other 
portion of the claim was a bona fide disputed 
debt, for the recovery of which the ordinary 
proceedings for such purpose should have 
been taken, it being alleged that the egg 
ings by petition had been taken for the 
purpose of bringing pressure to bear on the 
company. 

In his judgment in the Court below, Mr. 
Justice Meredith pointed out that to have 
succeeded in this matter the petitioner should 
have proved to the satisfaction of the 
Court that the company was unable to pay 
its debts, or show that it was in a state of 
statutory insolvency, which had not been 
done. The sole ground relied upon there 
was that there was a statutory insolvency 
uwing to a demand made for payment which 
had not been complied with within three 
weeks from the date of the aemand. 

In the case of a statutory insolvency, he 
said, it must also be shown that the 
established debt was a valid one. As to the 

uestion whether or not there had been a 

emand within the statute he certainly felt 
no difficulty about it from the letters relied 
upon in the case—one of the petitioner's 
letters concluding as follows:—‘‘ Unless I 
receive a cheque within a week from to-day 
for £140 I shall proceed for recovery without 
further’ notice.” He thought it would be 
somewhat difficult to say that such a demand 
was not a demand within the statute; but 
the ground on which he would really decide 
this case was that it was not a case in which, 
to his mind, there was a valid and established 
debt as to which there was not a bona-fide 
dispute. He held that the debt was not an 
established debt which would justify these 
proceedings, and, therefore, he dismissed the 


petition with costs. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. Tobias (in- 
structed by Mr. Valentine. E. Kirwan) 
appeared for the petitioner and appellant; 
and Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Messrs. Frederick Croskerry 
and Son), for the respondent company. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, re- 
ferred to the facts, including the corre- 
spondence and ,the drastic nature of the 
proceedings adopted by the petitioner, stating 
that he thought there could be no doubt that 
his case was based and developed on general 
insolvency. He thought, however, that the 
case of the alleged insolvency of the company 
had completely broken down, and no evden 
in support of it had been presented to them 
at all. The appeal, in fact, had been pro- 
ceeded with on the lines that there was no 
case of insolvency against the company. 
There was no doubt that there was a debt 
of £45 due and owing to the petitioner 
that ought to be paid. Pointing out that 
there were no resolutions on record, made at 
general meetings of the company, fixing the 
petitioner’s remuneration for the particular 
years specified, as provided for in every case 
by the Act of 1908, Section 112, he said that 
he was of opinion that Mr. Justice Meredith 
was correct im deciding that the claim in this 
case was not a claim which entitled the 
petitioner to an order for the compulsory 
winding up of the company. There could be 
no doubt, on the one hand, that the 
petitioner had charged the company with 
general insolvency and had developed his 
case on that basis; and, on the other hand. 
they had the chairman of the company and 
others in affidavits charging the petitioner— 
who had been removed from his position of 
auditor and another auditor put in his place— 
with having made unsatisfactory audits. The 
claim made by the petitioner, added his 
Lordship, was not a valid and undisputed 
debt; and, in his opinion, the proceedings 
had been instituted by him for the p of 
ye sp 2 the company to comply with his 
demand íor payment of the amounts men- 
tioned in respect of the specified years, For 
these reasons, in his opinion, the appeal 
should be dismissed.

DRIVER ACQUITTED OF 


MANSLAUGHTER. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Thomas Whelan, a driver in the employment 
of the Tower "Bus Company, pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging him with 
‘the manslaughter of John H. Coady on the 
8th February last at Palmerstown, between 
Dublin and Lucan. He was defended by Mr. 
R. McLoughlin (instructed by Messrs. T. H. 
McLoughlin and Son). 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), prosecuting, said that Coady, 
the deceased man, was a driver in the employ- 
ment of the General "Bus Company, and was 
on the roadway, not being working that day. 
A ’bus belonging to the sathe company was 
proceeding t. Dublin, and its driver signalled 
to the accused man, who was driving the 
Tower Company’s ‘bus, to give him way to 
pass. It would be for the jury to say if, 
in the course of what subsequently occurred, 
the accused man was guilty of such negligence 
as would be responsible for the death of 
Coady. 

The 'bus services to Lucan, counsel pointed 
out, were conducted by rival companies, and 
this class of traffic had made the road more 
dangerous than it had been previous to this 
method of transport. They had seen what 
traffic was in the City of Dublin, where some- 
times it was alarming. The “buses required 
great skill and care in their management. 

In the present case, when the ‘bus driven 
by the accused man was passing Coady, the 
latter made an attempt to catch it. He did 
not get on the ’bus, however. There was a 
shout, a bump was felt, and Coady’s body 
was found at the rear of the vehicle after it 
had passed. Coady appeared to have been 
knocked down, and the wheel passed over 
him. He was dead on admission to hospital. 

Evidence having been given in support of 
the charge, 

Mr. McLoughlin asked the judge to direct 
the jury to acquit the prisoner, as there had 
not been a tittle of evidence against him of 
negligence, and the death of the deceased man 
was due to his foolhardy action in crossing 
the road in front of the ‘buses. 

Judge Davitt directed the jury to acquit the 
accused man, who was then discharged. 


JURY DISAGREES. 


In the case of Joseph Behan, an ex-soldier, 
charged with an offence against a girl under 
sixteen years of age, the jury disagreed, and 
the prisoner was put back.

Presideuh Cosgrave, at the outset, 

announced that the Budget statement 
would be made on Wednesday next. 

Mr. FitzGerald - Kenney, Minister for 
Justice, moved a resolution ap roving the 
Rules of the Cireuit Court and providing 
that they should come into operation on 
Xugust Ist. On his suggestion, however, 
the debate upon the motion was post- 
poned till 2nd May. : 

While this subject was before the 
House, Mr. Hugo Flinn, the Fianna Fail 
member for Cork Borough, made # sugges- 
tion which appeared to impute discourtesy 
to the Speaker. After some very firm 
expressions of opinion by Mr. Corgrave 
and representatives of other parties in the 
House, however, Mr. Flinn withdrew the 
offensive word, and all was well. 

The Weights and Measures Bill passed 
report stage, as also did the Local Govern- 
ment (Rates on Small Holdings) Bill. 

Mr. Cosgrave moved a vote of £474,741 |: 
on account of the Land Commission s total 
estimate of £719,577, and this enabled the 
Parliamentary Secretary (Mr. eg to 
give an interesting aceount of the Com- 
mission’s work. The debate, however, 
was adjourned. 

On the second stage to the Rent and 
Mortgage Interest (Restriction) Bill, 1928, 
the Minister for Justice announced that 
the report of the Town Tenants Commis- 
sion was expected next week. The second 
reading was passed, 

A debate on vaccination and a state- 
ment on the threatened strike of Cork 
municipal employés rounded off the day. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., the new 
member for North Dublin, took his seat, 
amid applause. He was introduced to 
the Speaker by Mr. E. Duggan, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to Mr. Cosgrave. 


CIRCUIT COURT RULES. 
MOTION FOR APPROVAL. 


The MINISTER for JUSTICE moved that 
the House approve the rules of the Circuit 
Court, and that the rules shall come into 
operation on the Ist of August. He said that 
the sanction of the House was required before 
the rules could come into operation. They 
were contained in a bulky volume, and, in 
order to save public time, he re gair that 
their cosnideration should be postponed for a 
fortnight. In the meantime, if any member 
of the House had fault to find with any of 
the rules, and if he would communicate with 
him, it would greatly facilitate the discussion. 
He was of opinion that, if the House ex- 
pressed the view that any rule or rules should 
be amended, the Rule-making Committee 
would act on their suggestions. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., North Mayo), 
referring to the question of appeal from the 
Circuit Courts on stenographers’ notes, said 
that this procedure caused delay and un- 
necessary expenditure and gave general dis- 
satisfaction. 

The MINISTER replied that the rules could 
not affect that particular matter. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE said that he had asked 
the Winister before the adjournment if he 
had ‘my intention of changing the method of 
appett, and his reply was that he could not 
consider it until the new rules were in opera- 
tion. How the new rules would remedy that 
defect he could not see. 

The MINISTER, however, urged that until 
the Cireuit Court had been in complete opera- 
tion they could not decide whether the method 
of appeal was good or bad. The new rules 
were part of the operation of the court. 


A QUESTION OF COURTESY. 
MR. HUGO FLINN AND THE 
SPEAKER. 


Mr. HUGO FLINN (F.F., Cork City) asked 
if he was to understand that if the House 
disapproved of one of the rules they would 
all be rejected automatically. 

At this point the Speaker was engaged 
speaking to one of the Clerks, and 
Mr. Flinn, receiving no reply, said—I am 
addressing the Chair, and the Chair does not 
seem to listen. : : 

Mr. Flinn's remark caused signs of dis- 
approval on the Government, Labour, and 
Independent benches. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab.,,8. Mayo) said 
that Mr. Flinn, he thought, should with- 
draw the remark. 

Mr. FLINN réplied that he had addressed 
a question to the Chair and had waited for 
a reply and received none. If he was mis-

QUESTION OF COLLECTION. 


On the report stage of the Local Govern- 
ment (ates on Small Bogha Bill, 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) suggested 
that the Minister should make the Act 
applicable to the collection of rates for the 
current year.

RENT RESTRICTION, 
TOWN TENANTS’ 


COMMISSION. 


The second stage of the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest (Restrictions) Bill, 1928, was 
resumed. 

Mr. J. GOOD said that he understood that 
the Minister for Justice had a statement to 
make, and he, therefore, would defer his 


Minister for Justice (Mr. FITZ- 
GERALD-KEN NEY) said that as the House 
was aware, a Commission had been sitting 
to inquire into the conditions of town tenants. 
The report, they expected, would be re- 
ceived some time next week, and he antici- 
pated it would be a very far-reaching docu- 
ment, going minutely into the whole re- 
lationship between tenants and landlords in 
towns. Under these circumstances, he. sug- 
gested to the proposer and seconder of the Bul 
that this was not a very opportune time for 
the discussion of the measure, and that it 
would be better to postpone it until the 
report of the Commission was before them, 
In the meantime, he saw that a certain 
class of: tenants would lose the protection 
of the increase of Mortgage Interest and Rent 
Act in June next, and it would he too much 
to anticipated that the report of the Commis- 
sion would be received, considered and legis- 
lation introduced before next June. In conse- 
quence the Government would be prepared to 
extend the time limit to houses of £30 poor 
law valuation from June, 1928, to June, 
1929. Before that period had elapsed he 
was satisfied that legislation dealing with the 
entire question would be introduced. The 
Government would be willing to accept 
Deputy O'Connell’s bill provided that in 
in Section 4 the words ‘‘June, 1929,’’ were 
inserted instead of ‘1934,"’ and that certain 
cousequential amendments were put in. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo), the 
mover of the bill, took it that the Minister a 
suggestion was that he would not oppose 
the second reading, and that he would be 

repared to accept amendments on the hnes 
he announced so as to extend the period. 
The chief reason why he introduced the 
measure was that the Government had given 
no indication of taking the question up, and 
the Minister's proposal brought them a 
certain distance along the way. He was pre- 
pared to meet the Government to the extent 
that the Minister asked, but would give away 
none of their views. 

Mr. GOOD said that while strongly opposed 
to a continuance of the Rent Restriction Act, 
because he was satisfied that it was one 
of the things that prevented them from 
etting houses which they were all anxious 
or; in view of the Minister’s statement he 
would not take up the time of the House 
in continuing the debate. 

The second reading was then passed, the 
bill to be amended as suggested by the 
Minister. 


VACCINATION BILL. 
DOCTORS AND CONSCIENCE 


CLAUSE. 


Mr. J. EVERETT (Labour, Wicklow) 
moved the second reading of the Vaccination 
(Amendment) Bill, 1928. He said that there 
were 4,000 or 5,000 people in the County of 
Wicklow who refu to allow their children 
to be vaccinated, To punish these people, 
would not help to enforce vaccination, as they 
could not be prosecuted for a second offence. 
He did not agree that vaccination was & 
preventative of smallpox, and if doctors who 
recommended it were consistent they would 
insist on vaccination every five years, and not 
confine it to infants. No matter what the 
law was, there would be conscientious people 
who would refuse to have their children vac- 
cinated. He could quote opinions of medi 
men to the effect that vaccination was not a 
preventative of smallpox. In his opinion it 
should-be left to the parents to say whether 
their children should be vaccinated or not. 

Dr. O’DOWD (Fianna Fail) opposed the 
bill. He said that he had never seen anyone 
suffering from the results of vaccination. The 
reason why there was little or no smallpox 
in Ireland was because of the success of the 
compulsory vaccination clause. In England, 
where the conscientious clause was in opera- 
tion, there were sporadic cutbreaks of small- 
pos. In these outbreaks it was noticed that 
he Ime who contracted the disease were 
mainly those who were unvaceinated, and 
that in the cases. where 
vaccinated the fofm of 
was of a mild nature. In the Boer 
war the British Government. _lost 
more men from smallpox and typhoid fever 
than fell by the bullet. In the Great War. 
in which eight million nen took part, small- 
pox and typhoid were, as the result of 
vaccination, practically unknown. Small- 
pox virus was, perhaps, the most deadly 
virus known to medical science; it could 
strike at a distance of one mile. Vaccination 
shé smallpox was a duty in the interests

A NOMINATING BODY 
SUGGESTED. 


From Our PotiticaL CORRESPONDENT. 

The work of the Joint Committee on the 
Constitution of the Free State Senate was 
advanced another stage at a meeting of 
the members, held at Leinster House 
yesterday. 

A few weeks ago, by a majority of one, 
the Committee decided against a continu- 
ance of the present system of popular 
election to the Senate, the representatives 
of the Government and Fianna Fail voting 
together. Yesterday, again by a majority 
vote, but with Fianna Fail this time form- 
ing the minority, the Committee expressed 
its agreement with the principle of a body 
which would nominate candidates for 
election either by one or both Houses of 
the Oireachtas. 

This nominating body would be similar 
to the Electoral College, to which I 
alluded some weeks back. It would have 
a membership representative of labour, 
agriculture, the professions, the Chambers 
of Commerce and others. So far, how- 
ever, there is agreement only on the 
principle; a workable scheme remains to 
be devised. 

The latest view now urged by Fianna 
Fail, I am told, is that nomination should 
be by the two Houses and election by the 
members of the Dail only.

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) appealed to deputies to do something 
to protect children, who were not able to 
stu the matter, and who would be the 
people to take the smallpox if an epidemic 
occurred, Let them take the figures for 
1926 in England and Wales. There were 
10,142 cases of smallpox in that year. Among 
those vaccinated there was not a single out- 
break among children under 12 years, and 
there were only eig t cases in children be- 
tween 12 and 15. Among unvaccinated of 
the same period there were 4,640 cases of 
smallpox. He did not think that there was 
any need to go further in showing what the 
benefits of vaccination were. The children 
were saved by vaccination, which rendered 
them immune up to the age of 12. 
They had been told that there was a 
conscience clause in England, but there was 
no doubt that the conscience clause was re- 
sponsible for the epidemic that had resulted 
in 10,000 cases of smallpox last year in that 
country. 

Mr. SEAN T. O’KELLY (F.F.,) said 
that to his knowledge there had been an 
agitation against vaccination in Wexford 
County for the last 20 years. Thousands of 
children during that period had not been 
vaccinated, and yet there had been no out- 
bréak of smallpox. The disease seemed to 
have been wiped out of the county, and that 
being the case he did not see why they should 
not give the liberty of the conscience clause 
to those who wanted it. 

Progress was reported, and the debate was

STUDIOUS RATHMINES. 


a 
TASTE FOR “SERIOUS” BOOKS: 
LIBRARY’S APPEAL. 


Last year 182,256 volumes were issued for 
home reading from the Rathmines I ublic 
Library. Nearly 67,000 volumes were con- 
sulted in the reference and children’s depart- 
ments. In all, 10,000 more books were issued 
to, and consulted by, Rathmines readers last 
year than in 1926. 

As regards the lending department, a re- 
markable feature is the fact that less than 
7,000 volumes of prose fiction wére lent out, 
while nearly 15,000 books of “serious” 
character were borrowed. The registered 
borrowers numbered 6,568, as against 6,265 
in 1926. The cost of the library to the 
ratepayers last year was £2,400 and during 
the yoar 586 new books were added to the 
library, which now contains nearly 27, 
volumes. 

The Library er grey. in their report to 
the Urban Councif, record their appreciation 
of the manner in which the librarian, Mr. 
dohn Roy, and his staff have carried out 
their duties, and of the high state of 
efficiency maintained in all departments. 

The Committee have made some remarks, 
and an appeal in which they will have public 
sympathy. It is pointed out that the pur- 
chase of new books las had to be ver 
much curtailed. It is also said that “' the 
annual turn-over of stock on a total issue 
of almost a quarter of a million books is 
unduly heavy, and will inevitably result in 
serious depletion if the annual amount to be 
expended on the purchase of new books, the 
replacement of worn-out books, and re- 
binding is not in proportion to the demand 
made upon the resources of the library.”

Auxiliary of the Bible Churchmen’s Missionary 
Society in the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation Hall, Lower Abbey street, Dublin, 
last night, Admiral Sir. H. Btileman’ K.B.E., 
said that when the society was formed five 
and a half years ago some people said that 
it would last for three months and fizzle out, 
but in the history of missions there never 
had been such success and such rapid advance 
as in the case of the Bible Churchmen’s 
Sociéty. There were 71 missions actually in 
the field, as well as 40 candidates training 
here at home to reinforce those who were 
doing the pioneer work; and the income of 
the society had grown from £25,000 in 1923 
to £41, in 1 (Applause. ) : 

The speaker conveyed a message of thank 
and encouragement to the Dublin auxiliary 
from the headquarters of the society in’ 
London. 

Mr. George Malcom (Persia) gave an 
account of the work in his area, and said 
that they hoptd to extend their stations. 
There were very great difficulties about 
medical work in Persia, because everyone 
engaged in such work there must have full 
medical degrees, and there was a great need 
for fully qualified medical workers in Persia.

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FIRST AND LAST 
DISCOVERIES: OF — 
AMERICA.  ~ 
GERMAN-IRISH 
COMBINATIONS. 
—- 


(By SEAMUS MacCALL.) 


TE Chinese, the Hindus, the Irish and 

the Basgues are all rival claimants 
to the honour of the first discovery of the 
New World. Unfortunately, however, it 
1s not possible to separate history from 
myth in the fragmentary traditions on 
which these claims are foiinded; but in 
the Norse and Icelandic sagas of somewhat 
later date we are on firmer ground. With 
the adventures of Leif Ericsson, in the 
tenth century, we meet undoubted _his- 
tory for the first time. 

Lief Ericsson it was who first discovered 
Greenland, and there established a 
European colony. On his return to Nor- 
way, Leif was commissioned by the King 
to proclaim Christianity in the newly dis- 
covered territory, and again set out for 
Greenland. 

Voyaging by way of the Hebrides and 
the Trish coast, Leif took on board two 
Irishmen, notable in being particularly 
fieet of foot. Out in the Atlantic the 
vessel encountered heavy weather and 
contrary winds, and, being blown far out 
of its course, eventually reached the 


American coast. 


From the wild grapes which the expedi- 
tion found on shore the new territory was 
then named “ Vinland,’’ and after a brief 
stay in this rich and fertile country, Leif 
again set out for Greenland. 


A PARALLEL. 


Leif’s foster-father, a German named 
Tyrker, was an important figure in this 
fortuitous discovery of America, though he 
appears to have distinguished himself 
chiefly by getting drunk end talking un- 
intelligible German to his Norse com- 
panions. In conjunction with the two 


- fleet-footed Irishmen, he serves to provide 


the material for an interesting parallel 
with the Irish-German combination which 
has just accomplished the first discovery 
of America by aeroplane. 

In the year 1003, Thorfinn Karlsefne, 
an Icelander, inspired by Ericsson’s ad- 
ventures, set out from Greenland to re- 
discover “ Vinland.’’ The two Gaels who 
had previously accompanied Ericsson 
passed over to Thorfinn, and, with a fleet 
of three ships, accommodating about 150 
men and a small number of women, they 
steered first westwards and then south- 
wards until they sighted the inhospitable 
shores of Labrador. 

Continuing their voyage southwards, 
they next reached Newfoundland, to which 
they gave the name of Markland. Two 
days later they again sighted land on their 
right hand, and put in close to what is 
now Cape Breton Island. From Cape 
Breton they sailed along a dreary, sandy 
waste of coagt-line, until they arrived at 
an indentation offering safe anchorage and 
easy access to the shore. 

Here the two fleet-footed Irishmen were 
put ashore for the purpose of exploring 
the land to the south, and in due course 
they returned, bringing with them wild 
corn and grape vines, thus showing that 
the fertile “ Vinland’’ had been found 
again, The fleet then anchored in a bay, 
which was given the name of Streamfiord, 
and Thorfinn proceeded to establish a 
settlement on land. 


WOMEN CAUSE DISSENSION. 


Unfortunately for the success of the 
enterprise, interna] dissensions soon arose 
over the few women of the party... Native 
aggression was also a contributing factor. 
The colomy failed, and in the year 1006 
America was again abandoned. Such was 
the intellectual state of Europe at that 
period that the memory of these great dis- 
coveries died away, and America was for- 
gotten until the days of Christopher 
Columbus. 

Of the two Irishmen who played so im- 
portant a part in these early American 
adventures we can learn little more. The 
Antiquitates Americana (page 140) give 
us a few picturesque details regarding 
their costume; but, as this does not 
appear to have differed very much from 
the characteristic Irish costume of. that 
period, the details are not of great im- 
portance. 

As described, it was merely a develop- 
ment of the famous Celtic cochal, a gar- 
ment which figures in ancient Irish litera- 
ture as the dress of charioteers. The 
Norsemen called it a kiafal, and, as worn 
by the first Irish explorers of the New 
World, it was a long, hooded cloak or 
gown, with armholes instead of sleeves, 
and buttoned from back to front down 
between the legs. In fit and form it 
must, therefore, have borne a curious re- 
semblance to the bulky flying suits of 
America’s latest discoverers.

Puck Fair-and Kerry Hirings. 


During a recent visit to the South, I 
was surprised to find that Tralee has a 
custom which resembles the periodical 
“hiring fairs’’ of Ulster. From the 
Western part of the Dingle peninsula 
it is usual for men from congested hold- 
ings to visit Tralee on Sundays with the 
object of hiring themselves for any given 
term, not exceeding eleven months. The 
object of the eleven months’ hiring is to 
leave themselves free for Christmas, while 
boys and girls who visit Tralee for hiring 
purposes stipulate for three days off, 
“Puck Fair” at Killorglin in August, 
and gathering day, the day of the fair, 
and scattering day.

How it became known as “ Puck Fair” 
is uncertain. Some say it was due to the 
alarm given by a puck goat when Cromwell 
was about to invade the village; others 
that it was owing to the warning given 
by a puck goat at the time of an approach- 
ing flood.

He 
and Freiherr von Huenefeld, accompanied 
by Major Fitemaurice, paid a visit to 
Dunsink, and on their return to Bal- 
donnel they expressed their warm appre- 
ciation of Mr. Martin’s assistance. 

Two days before the Bremen left Bal- 
donnel Mr. Martin had a final chat with 
the Germans, to whom he gave the fol- 
lowing piece of advice: ‘‘ As soon as you 
see land, get down on it. Do not mind 
whether the maclfine is going well or 
badly. Many of your worst troubles will 
begin. after you have sighted the New- 
foundland coast; so do not worry about 
getting to New York. Once you get a 
chance of landing on terra firma, take it !’’

A Channel Swim. 


It is given to few persons to win fame 
in more ways than one, but probably 
Byron, if he were alive now-a-days, would 
have held a conspicuous place among those 
who have swum the English Channel. He 
was a splendid swimmer, and has im- 
mortalised himself by rivalling the classic 
feat of the ill-fated Leander, who swam to 
Hellespont to reach his beloved Hero: 

The first attempt, which was made on 
the 16th April, 1810, had to be abandoned 
owing to stress of weather, but the second 
trial, a week or two later, was more suc- 
cessful, and the famous passage of the 
Dardanelles was accomplished in one hour 
and ten minutes. Byron was accompanied 
in the water by Lieutenant Ekenhead, 
whose crossing took five minutes less than 
that of the poet. 


Che Feat Challenged. 


Byron was not allowed to enjoy unchal- 
lenged the glory of swimming the 
Hellespont. The fame of his exploit, 
which the poet had shown no desire of 
hiding under a _ bushel, drew forth 
imitators, and one of these, William 
Turner, a well-known diplomatist and 
writer of his time, after an unsuccessful 
effort on his own part to emulate the 
achievement, questioned the possibility of 
swimming the Hellespont.

Summer-teme this year begins on Sun: 
day, April 22nd, at 3 a.m., officially. It 
will end on a Saturday, October 7th, also 
at 2 a.m., when Creetwich tune comes 
back. 


i was in 1916, two years aíter the out- 

break oí the Great War, that summer 
came into Íorce every year by means of an 
Act of Parliament, but, of course, such a 
reform had been talked about for years. 

The Act ordained that during a period 
for that year the time for general purposes 
in the British Islands should be one hour 
in advance of Greenwich mean-time; an 
in that year, for the first time, the clocks 
were altered. This war reform was con- 
tinued, and further prolonged by another 
Act six years later. The Act was renewed 
and subsequently made permanent. 

The legal duration of Summer-time is 
frem 2 a.m. on the day following the third 
Saturday in April (or, if that is Easter 
Day, then one week previous) to 2 a.m. on 
the day following the first Saturday in 
October. The same limits for summer- 
time are in use in France and in Belgium. 
The time for the three countries was syn- 
chronised during the war, since Summer- 
time was a war measure originally. 


FARMERS OBJECT. 


The idea was, of course, that light and 
fuel would be saved by bringing an 
additional hour of daylight into the 
ordinary working day. There was much 
opposition, however, from many interests 
—especially the farmers—and to this day, 
no matter how triins and steamships may 
run, neither the farmer, his ox or his ass, 
his man-servant or his maid-servant, will 
get up an hour earlier for milking or 
mowing. Neither Hodge nor Giles will 
bow to Mr. William Willett, the Chelsea 
builder,. who first thought of the idea 
twenty-one years ago. At that time his 
measure even got to the stage of a Parlia- 
mentary Committee before it was 
abandoned. 

It has been suggested that the success 
of Summer-time justified its being made a 
permanent instituticn after the Act of 
1925; but, curiously enough, when the 
device was first adopted in 1916, it was 
ignored in Ireland, though there were 
many Irish supperters for it in Great 
Britain.

The Act now applies to Great Britain, 
Northern Ireland, the Channel Islands, 
and the Isle of Man, and has been 
adopted by the Irish Free State.

HISTORY ON CONTINENT. 


Summer-time is by no means a new idea. 
It was proposed in Italy as a time-saving 
device two centuries ago; in fact, as soon 
as there were clocks on the Continent, 
people thought that they would like to ex- 
periment with them. 

The ancients, too, had the same idea as 


i soon as a system of chronology came into 


being. The church bell was formerly 
called a clock (Medieval Latin, cloca). 
About this period people told the time by 
all sorts of means—by candles, water, 
hour-glasses, and so forth. 

In the monastery they kept watch on 
these indications of the time from early 


i —people, especially poor people, had got

Mass to Vespers, and at a certain period 


i the bell, or cloca, or eloche, was struck. 


Monks were not over-rich in those days, 
and John, Abbot of Oseney, hit upon the 
idea of putting forward the cloca in order 
to save lighting inside the Abbey for 
Evening Service. 

The countryside awoke one’ morning to 
hear the clock striking earlier than usual!

| When they found, however, that the good 


Abbot had ordained this startling change, 
they did not’ refuse to get up an hour 
earlier—as hours were in those days—and 
this to gain a longer peried of daylight. 

After Summer-time has ended on 
October 7th, the second, or autumnal, 
summer, said to last for thirty days, 
begins shortly befere the syn enters 
Scorpio (October 23rd). - Except St. 
Martin’s Summer, halcyon days,” says 
Shakespeare; and that is why so many 
enthusiasts of Summer-time desire to pro- 
long its reign. Of course, there are other 
people to contend with—shopkeepers, for 
instance, and theatre-goers, who are not 
enamoured with Summer-time in any case. 
They do not enjoy a play when they must 
turn out in daylight to see it. Open-air 
enthusiasts, on the other hand, enjoy 
Summer-time, and cricket matches might

Although the Irish have competed and 
won honours in many of the series of 
Games, it was only in 1924 that they had 
opportunity of doing so as Irishmen and 
as members of their own nationa! team 
The Irish representation in Paris 
years ago was very inadequate and tx 
hastily organised to have any chance ol 
doing themselves or their country much 
credit. The training was altogether in. 
sufficient, equipment was poor, funds were 
lacking, and the whole expedition was of 
a nature as almost inevitably to invite 
defeat. But those who went did 
best, and all who were concerned felt that 
they were at all events making a beginning 
and paving the way for possible future 
success. 

The .Games are now only three months 
away, and what is Ireland's position? 
The Irish Olympic Council, which was 
formed early in the year, has been hard at 
work, organising, planning, and en- 
deavouring to create interest and 
enthusiasm. It is hoped to send adequate 
teams in athletics, swimming and water. 
polo, boxing, gymmastics, and, possibly, 
rowing. The task is a tremendous one, as 
the teams have to be selected, coached and 
equipped ; accommodation for about 60 has 
to be provided; and, most formidable of 
all, the necessary funds have to be raised 
to finance the whole undertaking

It did not 
matter very much in such an arrangement if 
one side had a slight advantage over the 
other. The amount was reasonable for the 
capital of Ulster to contribute, considering 
the extra and complicated duties which the 
police had to perform. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) said that this 
financial arrangement was a serious matter 
for people in the country, where so many 
mills were closed and the farmers were in 
such a distressful state. 

Mr. Crawford. (Unionist) said that the 
country areas had gained by the bill.

IMPROVING THE REVENUE LAWS. 

In Committee upon Ways and Means, Mr. 
Milne Barbour, Minister for Commerce, 
moved a resolution providing for adminisfra- 
tive improvements in the Revenue laws. The 
Government proposed to give the police power 
to issue. gun and game licences and collect 
the duty. They also proposed a new assess- 
ment on existing licensed premises, duty, by 
which premises structurally altered under the 
Act of 1926 could have the duty assessed 
on the part separated, At present the licence 
duty was assessed on the Poor Law valuation 
of the entire house, and there was a certain 
hardship. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) suggested that a 
clause should be introduced in the bill pro- 
viding for a reduction by one-seventh of the 
licence duty, seeing that the traders had now 
only six days for trading. He also suggested 
that half the licensed traders were willing to go 
out of business if they got proper compensa- 
tion, and he thought that the Government 
should brigg in a bill enabling them to do so.

TRUST FUNDS BILL. 

Moving the second reading of the Super- 
annuation and other Trust Funds (Validation) 
Bill, the Minister for Commerce (Mr. Milne 
Barbour) said that the Government sought to 
ensure by this bill that any funds set up, or 
to be set up, for the purpose of providing 
superannuation to the employés of banks, in- 
surance companies or industrial concerns, or 
pensions and allowances for the widows and 
orphans of such employés, should have the 
means of freedom from any disability arising 
out of the application of the rule of law 
against perpetuities. He had received assur- 
ances that there was a general desire for this 
measure.

the reason for its being is that it is rather 
a nicer way of filling the “‘corner’’ than 
that of building a score of streets and a 
thousand houses, let it be remembered that 
Civic authorities in every country recognise 
that a series of open, park-like s is a 
necessity to the health of city life. It is 
now classed as .a ling, and, without a 
sufficient number of these lungs, children are 
stunted and every inhabitant more or less 
poisoned. he good effect is due to the 
presence of trees and bushes and plant life 
in general, and the moral effect of their 
beauty will be more generally taken into 
account as we progress in true civilisation. 
Trees are of distinct hygienic value in 
removing excessive moisture from the soil 
and in purifying both soil and air by their 
roots and green leaves. 
It is not many years since a large number 
of young trees was pines in the growing 
park: at Fairview—planted long before the 
reclamation of the land was complete. Where 
are they mow, fellow-citizens? Was the soil 
so very poor or the planters so unskilled 
that they had to die? The fault lay not 
with the land or the trees or the planters. 
A few days ago some young Dublin citizens 
were prosecuted for wilful destruction of 
trees on this land. The enemies of a man 
are they of his own household, just in the 
same way as a man is often said to be his 
own worst enemy. So the Commissioners 
— wales - to have Tr punished 
or wan estro work done on ir 
behalí. á see ee 
it is a difficult thing to find the most 
effective way of dealing with persons who 
find ports in mere destruction. Their 
mental outlook is of such a low grade that 
they are hardly to be reached by printed 
ro Even short, printed warnings and 
threats tend mainly to stir up the innate 
resentment of control, and defiance, which find 
such rich soil in undeveloped minds. With 
& strong appreciation of the progress made 
in improving and beautifying this quarter 
of the city by the Commissioners, it appears 
to the writer that something practical in the 
way of prevention is call or. After all, 
real progress is in the hands of the children 
who are now being educated. Incorrigibly 
unprofitable grown-ups will always die in 
time, but the children can be impressed. An 
attractively written leaflet could be drawn 
up to be read by teachers in every school, 
and a copy—or, better still; two copies— 
could be given to every scholar: something 
appealing to the natural appreciation for 
nature that is rarely absent in the child and 
only waits to be brought out, and appealing 
to it as a protector of plant life as well as 
of other natural beauties. 
It must not any longer be a matter of 
course that children will naturally smash 
plants in rough sport, and that grown-ups 
Shall naturally remain indifferent to such a 
practice; and it is not good to realise that 
a thrashing or a Civic Guard is the nearest 
approach to serious notice of the damage 
that has been done, and now publicly 
unished. It would be a good thing for 
ireland if we had such a great annual holiday 
as is Arbour Day in the United States of 
America. Perhaps, our worthy Commis- 
sioners may > 4 the suggestion for a future 
enda list. ere must be many citizens 
who would co-operate with them in bringing 
such an event to pass, and thousands of 
children would be given a personal interest 
in the growing of at least one tree, which 
would be of org value in its effect on 
the growing up of the race.—Yours, etc., 
Antnur Kets.

Mr. Baldwin (Prime Minister)—I under- 
stand that this subject will be debated 
in the House of Lords in the near future, 
and I prefer to wait the result of that 
debate before giving a definite answer to 
this question. 

A QUESTION OF URGENCY. 

Sir W. Davison (C., Kensington)—Does 
the Prime Minister realise that as the 
days go by these unfortunate people are 
without pay or pension, and that they are 
suffering very serious hardship; and does 
he not think it is a matter of great 
ay to tell them what the position is? 

Mr. I. Macpherson (., Ross and 
Cromarty)—Is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that a great many of us receive 
almost daily communications from these 
ex-civil servants, who have been loyal 
servants to the British Government, and 
will he do what he can to expedite the 
debate in the House of Lords? 

Mr. Baldwin—That urgency was pre- 
cisely the reason for my answer. What 
Colonel Howard Bury wants is a discus- 
sion in which a clear stavement of policy 
and reasons might be given. When I 
gave the answer I did just before Easter 
1 was not aware a debate was to take 
place in the House of Lords, and it is 
perfectly obvious that, just at the moment 
when we are going to debate the Budget, 
it would be quite impossible to find time 
in this House, and I think it is a 
fortunate circumstance that we are able to 
find time for a debate in another place. 

Lieut..Commander Kenworthy (Lab., 
Hull C.)—Is the Prime Minister in order 
in referring to debates that are about to 
take place in the House of Lords; and 
does not this deal with a purely financial 
question, and, therefore, on the ground 
of privilege, the answer should be given 
in this House, irrespective of anything 
which takes place in the House of Lords? 

THE SPEAKER INTEKVENES. 

The Speaker—aAs to the first point, it is 
a matter of business, and arranging the 
time of the House has always been in the 
hands of the Prime Minister, and he is 
quite entitled to do what he thinks best. 
As regards the other matter, it remains 
to be seen whether any effective action is 
to be taken. If it is, and it becomes a 
matter of finance, it will, no doubt 
originate in this House. 

Colonel Howard Bury—Can the Prime 
Minister say whether, after the debate in 
the other House, there will be an oppor- 
tunity for a debate in this House?

DUBLIN BA7AAR OPENED BY 


SIR WYNDHAM DEEDES. 


Bir Wyndham Deedes, formerly Under- 
Secretary in Palestine, opened a grand 
bazaar, in aid of the Jewish National Fund 
and Local Talmud Torah, in the Rathmines 
Town Hall, Dublin, yesterday. 

He said that, for obvious reasons, there 
was no other city than Dublin, and no other 
country than Ireland, where a national move- 
ment could be so deeply appreciated. No 
other country could understand thoroughly 
liberty, independence, history, tradition and 
the bonds of union; for Ireland had only 
just gained her own independence. 

No other people would appreciate more 
deeply the purpose of the Jewish national 
movement. Though in some countries the 
movement might not have received sympa- 
thetic support, he recently noted something 
that convinced him that the men who were 
in Office in this country deeply appreciated 
and would not misinterpret the Jewish 
movement. , 

For over two thousand years the Jews had 
kept in sight the star that was going to guide 
them back again to their national home in 
Palestine. He had no hesitation in sayin 
that the work in Palestine, experimenta 
thought it had been, could be brought to a 
successful issue, no matter what might 


ms ee 

f there was one thing that was prejndicing 
this movement it was the large number of 
Jews who. were still holding back from it. 
Ah English paper had stated that it was 
largely subsidised, and he replied that it 
was, just as the British Government sub- 
sidi land settlers in New Zealand, Canada 
and South Africa, but with this difference, 
that it was done, not under duress from the 
taxpayers, but by voluntary contribution 
from the Jewish people, to send their own 
people to settle in their own land. 

Mr. A, T. Newman, who presided, said 
that, apart from the Jewish leaders at the 
head of their national movement, there was 
no man who had shown greater sympathy 
or given a more active support to it than 
Sir i Sú win Deedes, who was not of their 
race or faith. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Sir Wynd 
ham Deedes, on the motion of Rabbi Dr. 
Herzog, supported by the Rev. A. Gudansky, 
and Mr. M. Noyk, solicitor, proposed a vote 
of ‘thanks to the Chairman. 

The bazaar was extensively patronised and 
was a fine success. The hall was tastefully 
decorated. Over sixteen stalls were erected 
and presided over by ladies of the Dublin 
Jewish community. In addition, there was 
an excellent cabaret show, and the Dublin 
Jewish Dramatic Company produced ‘‘ The 
Presentation,” an entertaining one-act farce.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 


WEXFORD RESTRICTED 
AREA REDUCED,

The following statement was issued by- the 
Department .oi Agriculture in Dublin last 
night :— 

As the position in the present restricted 
area continues to be satisfactory, the Depart- 
ment have, to-day, made an Order giving 
effect to the modifications provisionally an- 
nounced by the Minister for Agriculture in 
Wexford on 17th instant. By this Order, 
which is entitled the Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
(Co. Wexford) Order of 1928 (No, 5), the farm 
at Park, where the first outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease occurred on 17th February last, 
ceases to be a foot-and-mouth disease infected 
place after 19th instant, and the area of .re- 
strictions is reduced to one of about five 
miles radius from the ‘remaining infected 
places on and from 20th instant, inclusive. 

The boundaries of this area are described 
in the Order as commencing at the point near 
the telegraph hut in the townland of Ballyna- 
clash where the road meets the sea coast, 
thence by that road northwards and westwards 
passing by Ballynaclash House to the. point 
where it meets the road from Curracloe to 
Blackwater, thence northwards. by’ the latter 
road to Crosslaghroe Crossroads, thence west- 
wards by the road from Crosslaghroe Cross- 
roads to the point beyond Killahard 
School where it meets the road 
from Castlebridge to Castleellis, 
northwards by the latter road to the point in 
Ballyhought where it meets the road running 
sout mtn to Cooney’s Crossroads, thence 
southwards by the latter road to the point at 
Ballybaun where it meets the road runnin 
northwards to Curclogh, thence by that eon 
to Curclogh, thence by the road south-west- 
wards to Ballylucas Crossroads, thence west- 
wards by the road to Ballymurn Crossroads, 
thence southwards and westwards by the road 
via Kilmallock Bridge, Coolakip and Redgate 
y Oylegate, thence southwards by the road’ 
fa Garrycleary to Kyle Crossroags, thence 
westwards by the road to Kilpatrick -Church, 
thence southwards by the road to the bridge 
crossing the River Slaney at Ferrycarrig. 
thence southwards and eastwards by the road 
passing by Newtown House, Belmont House, 
Clonard Crossréads, Hayestown House, and 
Cribstown House to the point at Redmonds- 
town, where it meets the road running from 
Murntown to Wexford, thence northwards by 
the latter road to the point near Rathaspick 
House, where it meets the road running to 
Wexford, ma Kerloge, thence north-east- 
wards by that road to the point in the town- 
land of Starvehalt where it meets the road 
running eastwards towards Drinagh, thence 
by the latter road to the point where it meets 
the road running from Kerloge to Bally- 
killiane, thence southwgrds bv that road to 
the point north of Somerset House where it 
meets the road running past Hermitage, 
thence eastwards by that road to the Coal 
Channel, thence by that Channel to The 
Raven Point, and thence northwards by the 
seacoast to the point of commencement. 

The restrictive effect of this Order is to 
prohibit the movement of cattle, other 
ruminants, and swine into, out of, or along 
any highway or thoroughfare in the area to 
which it applies; to make it illegal without a 
licence from a Departmental Inspector to 
move hay or straw out of or within the area; 
and to require all dogs in the area, when 
outside their owners’ premises, to be con- 
trolled by means of a chain, lead or leash. 


OBITUARY. 


MR. ROBERT B. HEUSTON, 

The death occurred, in his ninety-first year, 
on Tuesday last of Mr. Robert B. Heuston, 
Ballykisteen, Tipperary. A _ native of 
Tipperary town, Mr. Heuston belonged to 
one of the oldest and most highly esteemed 
families in the district, who were for a long 

eriod extensive land owners. Two of Mr. 

euston’s brothers were members of the 
medical profession, one being the late Dr. 
Heuston, of Dublin, and the other the 
principal of a Government medical college in 
China. For a number of years Mr. Heuston 
was & Land Commissioner. He was President 
of the Tipperary Agricultural and Industrial 
Society since its inception, and the many 
successful shows held under its auspices were 
in a large measure attributable to his expert’ 
knowledge and wise counsel, He was very 
popular with all classes.

RESULT OF INCREASING 
COMPETITION. 


At the sitting of the Irish Railway 
Tribunal, in the City Hall, Dublin, yes- 
terday, Mr. E. J. Kelly, barrister-at-law, 
applied for leave to be given to the Rail- 
ways Company to enter into a pooling 
agreement with the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Company with regard to portion of 
the services of the two companies. __ 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, late General Manager 
of the Great ear. ib Railways, said that 
the chief object of the proposed agreement 
was to prevent uneconomic competition 
between the two companies as ‘regards 
traffic between Dublin and Dalkey an 
intermediate points. Fá 


NEED FOR APPLICATION. 

The necessity for the application, Mr. 
Kelly said, arose under the seetion. oí the 
Act which prohibited the railway company 
from entering into any agreement for the 
allocation of routing of traffic, or the pooling 
of receipts without the sanction of the Rail- 
way Tribunal. It was proposed that the 
agreement should date from January Ist, 
1928, and he would not ask the Court to do 
anything retrospective. They were not com- 
mitted to anything. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, general manager of the 
Great Southern Railways, explained that the 
chief object of the pro agreement was 
to prevent uneconomic competition between 
the two companies, as regards traffic be- 
tween Dublin and Dalkey and intermediate 

ints. The tramway lines of the United 
Sompany running parallel with, and at no 
great distance from the Kingstown branch 
of the railway company involves intensive 
competition Yor business throughout the dis- 
tricts jointly served. 

INCREASING COMPETITION. 

During recent years the competition has 
tended to increase, each company BE 
by means of improved services and reduce 
passenger fares to divert traffic from the 
other. This competition had reached a stage 
that, if continue rig” | there was 
grave risk that the traffic would become re- 
munerative to either competitor, and the 


| object in view in entering an agreement was 


to remove the incentive to increased competi- 
tive efforts, while at the same time, pre- 
serving full freedom of action in other 
respects for both parties. 

The basis of the agreement was a pool of 
so much of the gross receipts of either party 
as could be regarded as competitive, the con- 
tents of tht joint purse to be distributed in 
ratio to the actual earnings during an agreed 
period. : 

It may be pointed out, said Mr. Keogh, 
that án a pooling agreement of the present 
character it is not of material importance 
whether the whole or what part of the re- 
ceipts are brought into the joint purse, pro- 
vided always that any portion to be excluded 
is omitted alike from the statement of re- 
ceipts for the lease period and from the pool 
settlements. 

NON-COMPETITIVE TRAFFIC. 

Bearing this principle in mind, it was de- 
cided to omit local tramway veceipts between 
Nelson’s Pillar and mm Á cg up to and in- 
cluding Haddington road, because the rail- 
way company afforded no service which could 
be regarded as competitive between these 
points. In like manner railway traffic to and 
from Carlisle Pier, and through railway traffic : 
traffic originating beyond Amiens street and 
Dalhey respectively, was regarded as non- 
competitive and excluded. The same principle 
was adopted in regard to existing tramway 
fares not exceeding 2d., subject, however, to 
the provision that the tramway comes under 
an obligation not to vary the excluded fares, 
or the corresponding stages, as they existed 
when the agreement was made without the 
consent of the railway company. 

Since the negotiations for the agreement 
were concluded a.proposal was submitted by 
the tramway company that a revision of the 
lower fares anl corresnonding stages should 
be made, and the consent of the railway 
company was given, subject to the condition 
that any additional, revenue derived from the 
lower fares, in proportion to the total tram- 
way revenue in the pool area, should be 
brought to credit of the joint purse. 

A TENTATIVE ARRANGEMENT. 

This arrangement has been applied tenta- 
tively in the case of 2d. fares and stages only, 
and an additional provision in the draft 
agreement as submitted to the Tribunal is 
brought up to give etiect to this arrangement. 

Speaking broadly, Mr. Keogh said, the 
railway company did not compete seriously 
with the tramway in respect of the short 
pick-up journeys represented by fares of less 
than 2d. It might oe suggesten that this 
observation did not apply, for instance, to 
the stage, Dalkey-Marine road; but, on the 
other hand, having regard to the distance 
between the tramway line at Kingstown and 
the railway station, the competition on the 
particular stage was not of a serious 
character, and for the reason already indi- 
cated the omission of these receipts being 
common to the base period and to the settle- 
inent under the agreement preserved the 
interests of the parties. The base period 
adopted was the year ended 3ist December, 
1926, the last completed year of account prior 
to the completion of the negotiations. 

‘BUS COMPETITION. . 

Mr. Keogh, proceeding, said that since this 
year the road motor business had developed 
very rapidly, and it might be suggested that 
the circumstance rendered the selection of a 
base period unsuitable. 
this competition, however, was not overlooked 
during the progress of the negotiations, and 
it was to be ame in mind that the com- 
peting “buses drew traffic in common from 
the tramway and railway companies, 

The provision contained in Article 5 of the 
draft agreement in respect of excess carryings 
was necessary, because it would have been 
bpen to one of the parties to withdraw 
services to such extent, or, in the case of the 
railway company, to close down local stations, 
as to eliminate one of the systems as & 
competitor. Such action on the part of one 
of the companies would throw on the other 
the entire expense of catering for the business, 
and a division of receipts based upon 
working conditions of an entirely different 
character would not be equitable. This 
article, therefore, constituted a safeguard 
for each of the companies, and provided a 
reasonable method of compensation in the 
event of a serious alteration in the ratio of 
carryings as compared with the base period. 

PERIOD OF THE POOL. 

The period of the 1 was fixed for five 
years, to be continued thereafter from year 
te year until terminated; but a provision was 
added enabling either of the parties to re- 
quire a revision of the terms, which, how- 
ever, was not to include any alteration in the 
leases of division of the pool. 

Article 7 | gorma for reciprocatory nego- 
tiations, and action in the event of either 
party propose to establish an omnibus ser- 
vice, capable of competing with the particular 
section of railway, or tramway, concerned. 
Mr. Ingram (Free State Ministry of Indus- 
try and Commerce) said that the Minister 
did not object to the agreement in principle, 
and his only desire was that his duties, under 
the Railways Act, 1924, should be discharged 
in a manner which might be of assistance to 
the tribunal.

One of the greatest obstacles in the 
way of a trade revival in these islands 
since the war has been the problem of 
reasonably long-term credits. Foreign 
customers have been more than anxious 
to buy British goods ; but, unfortunately, 
ready money has been very scarce, and, 
without adequate credits, business on 
a large scale has ben almost 
impossible. In a memorandum which 
has been sent to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer by the joint conference 
of industrialists and trade union represen- 
tatives that met in London recently, Sir 
Alfred Mond and Mr. Ben Turner draw 
attention to the fact that the progress of 
industry and commerce in Great Britain 
depends very largely on the provision of 
proper credit facilities. They remind 
Mr. Churchill that financial experts fear 
a shortage of gold in the near future, and 
they declare that, in this event, another 
period of trade depression will be in- 
evitable. For that reason they cannot 
agree that “it is either practicable or 
desirable that the credit policy of this 
country should be determined more or less 
automatically by gold movements.” They 
insist that the Bank of England ought 
not to be tied’ down by a rigid gold 
reserve law, and they demand that a full 
inquiry shall be held to discover the best 
form of credit policy for Great Britain. 

We do not know tke official attitude 
of the British Government towards the 
demand, but, despite the fact that it has 
the blessing of the leading employers and 
the General Council of the Trades Univa 
Congress, this is a matter which must be 
handled with the utmost caution. 
Economists will wrangle until the end of 
the chapter concerning the problem of 
credit reform, and there always will be 
persons who will argue that modern con- 
ditions require a departure from the 


strait-laced canons of Victorian finance. 


The British, Government restored the 
gold standard after the war as a deliberate 
act of policy. Its courage in this respect 
took a heavy toll; for the sudden change 
from inflation to its contrary threw 
hundreds of thousands of persons out 
of work. The Government, however, 
knew precisely what it was about, and had 
counted the cost with care. The alterna- 
tives were a fictitious prosperity for a 
number of years, with the inevitable 
‘“‘crash’’ at some future date, 
period of intense suffering, followed by a 
gradual return to normal conditions. The 
latter choice was made without hesitation. 
As a result of this policy British credit 
has been maintained on a high level 
throughout the post-war years. Great 
Britain’s competitors have secured a 
temporary advantage over her in conse- 
quence of their devaluated currencies, but 
there is little doubt that the pendulum 
of trade is swinging back in her favour, 
and that, while her rivals have reached

Crime in France. 


The detective fiction of these islands 
delights in contrasts between the methods 
of the British and French police. It 
has created traditions on the subject. 
The typical member of Scotland Yard has 
the qualities of the British bulldog, He 
is tenacious and thorough, but—if the 
truth be admitted, my dear Watson—a 
somewhat slow thinker. He suspects 
imagination, distrusts intuition, follows 
strict rules and puts his faith in team- 
work. The typical member of the 
Sdreté Générale is a quick and daring 
thinker, whose mind adapts itself in- 
stantly to new circumstances.

Its activities throughout the 
country are directed from the Sitreté 
Générale in Paris, which enjoys one 
important advantage over the English 
system. When a crime is committed any- 
where in France the Sireté takes control 
immediately; in England the criminal 
may escape while local authorities are 
hesitating to “call in the Yard.’ As 
soon as a crime is reported in France a 
net of extraordinary scope and ' fineness 
is cast for. the detection of the criminal 
One department of the Sireté maintains a 
famous system of identification by means 
of finger-prints, photographs and anthro- 
pometry. Every prisoner who is arrested 
on any criminal charge is submitted to 
these tests, and the resultant mass of 
physical details forms a vast body of 
cross-references. Another special section 
collects particulars of all foreigners in 
the country. Thousands of unofficial 
informers, such as concierges and hotel- 
porters, are employed ; and these methods 
combine to ensure that, in the long run, 
no suspected person can evade the notice 
of the police. The Stireté possesses about 
9,000,000 dossiers and 5,000,000 photo- 
graphs. A section known as the Police 
Mobite—corresponding to the “ Flying 
Squads ’’ of Scotland Yard—is concerned 
with the actual hunting and capture of 
criminals. It will be seen, therefore, 
that science, not intuition, is the basis 
oí the French detective system, and that 
the Súreté depends rather on its far-flung 
net than on the brilliance of individual 
A new director, M. Benoist, has 
heen appointed to the Police Judiciare, 
and he proposes to reorganise the forces 
of the Paris suburbs, which have been 
the scene of some brutal crimes during 
recent weeks.

INTERVIEW WITH MAJOR 
FITZMAURICE., 


From EEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
QUEBEC, Wednesday. 

How for four hours, ploughing through 
a great storm, the trans-Atlantic fliers 
were expecting every minute to be their 
last, is described by Major Fitzmaurice 
in a graphic account of the flight tele- 
graphed here by a special correspondent of 
the Canadian Press, who went by ‘plane 
to Clarke City. 

Major Fitzmaurice said that the Bremen 
functioned splendidly hour after hour 
from Baldonne] Aerodrome onward, and 
the crew for the first part of the flight 
were in high hopes of making New York 
on schedule time. The winds were at 
first favourable, and a good speed was 
made. 


Then, 


IN A BLIZZARD. 
when about 900 miles off New- 
foundland, conditions changed for the 
worse as night was approaching. A 
blizzard was encountered that lashed the 
machine from right to left. The ’plane 
was rocked by a strong head wind, and it 
was difficult to keep going ahead. 

Then a tail wind twisted it, and the 

fliers learned one of the reasons why 
their predecessors in the crossing of the 
Atlantic from East to West had never 
again been heard olf. 
The storm crew worse, reaching an 
intensity that had never been anticipated 
For four hours the airmen expected every 
minute would be their last. 

The staunch Bremen, however, stood up 
under the tremendous battling, though its 
speed “was very slow. 


LIGHTS FAIL. 

When night fell, with the “plane still 
hundreds oí. miles from the shore, the 
worst catastrophe befell. They were 
about to make a course for Cape Race 
(Newfoundland) when the ‘plane's lighting 
system failed. Frantic efforts were made 
‘by the fliers to readjust it, but all efforts 
were fruitless. 

Captain Kéhl, who was in the cockpit, 
had to fly blind. He had no idea whether 
the ’plane was on an even keel or not 
or where he was going. He just trusted 
to luck, and, while he kept the machine 
going, was quite unable to keep on the 
proper course for Cape Race. 

Attempts were made to illumine the 
compass with a torch held by his com- 
paffions, but this proved unsuccessful. It 
was estimated by the airmen that thev 
trayelled over 400 miles in this blind 
fashion. 


HOPE ALMOST ABANDONED. 

Major Fitzmaurice said that the ‘plane 
was zig-zagged to make sure they were not 
travelling. too far off their course. After 
the awfyl experience of the night. the 
fliers had almost abandoned hope when 
they saw dawn begin to break and foand 
that they were headed in a generally 
westerly direction. : 

As soon as the compass could be read 
they corrected the ‘plane's flight to the 
best of their. ability. They estimated 
that they must be near land. 

As the day wore on a second 
began to disturb the fliers. 
ha, ghort of fuel. 

The effort to keep up speed. i 
blizzard they had see, bai, ind the 
loss of distance by zig-zagging had made 
great inroads into their supply. It was 
decided that New York could not be 
reached, and that a landing place must be 
found as soon as possible. 


DENSE FOG. 

A dense fog came on, and in this they 
flew round and round trying to find a place 
to land. They estimated that they should 
be near Belle Isle, and this guess turned 
out to be remarkably accurate. 

At 5.50 in the afternoon they spotted 
through a rift in the fog what they 
thought to be the funnel of a steamer 
stuck in the ice, It actually turned out 
to be the lighthouse on Greenly Island. 


_ THROUGH THE ICE. 

Coming down they discerned a small 
frozen lake with apparently a good solid 
surface of ice. The pilot made a perfect 
landing, but the ice, rotted by the recent 
warm spell, gave way and the wheels of 
the machine broke through it. 

Major Fitzmaurice said that the aviators 
knew approximately where they were when 
they decided to land on Greenly Island. 
He added: “ Had we been able to land on 
the lake without going through the ice as 
we did, and damaging the ‘plane, we

should have been able to continue at least 


to another plaee further south, where we 
could have got a supply of petro] sufficient 
to carry us to New York. 


FUEL EXHAUSTED. 

“The flight from Dublin to where we 
struck the storm was marked by little in- 
cident. Had the conditions continued we 
should have been in New York at the time 
scheduled. Fog and cross-currents nearer 
Newfoundland, however, interfered with 
our flight and direction, resulting in. the 
asing up of our fuel supply, and forcing 
our landing on Greenly Island.”’ 

Major Fitzmaurice genially submitted to 
the ordeal of being photographed by

After removing his flying suit he 
appeared attired in the uniform of a 
captain of the Free State Air Force. 


RISKY, BUT WORTH WHILE. 
Replying to questions, he said that the 
East to West Atlantic flights in general 
must be regarded as risky and hazardous, 
but were worth while continuing.

THE FLIGHT FROM GREENLY ISLE. 

It appears that Major Fitzmaurice’s 
flight on the relief ‘plane from Greenly 
Island to Clarke City was made under 
weather conditions worse even than those 
encountered over the Atlantic, with dense 
fog on the last part of the journey. 


IN THE AIR FOR 36, HOURS. 

Major Fitzmaurice estimated that the 
Bremen traversed about 2,300 miles in its 
flicht across the Atlantic, and was in the 
air for 364 hours. He said that the plane 
was rarely over 100 feet above the sea, as 
the airmen considered a low altitude was 
essential for the maintenance of a high 
speed. 


GERMANS’ PLANS. 
HOPE TO BE IN NEW YORK 
IN A FEW DAYS.

ITTLE doubt now remains that the 
Government of the Irish Free State 
is about to proceed: with a very bold, but 
carefully considered, .national housing 
scheme, backed by ample financial re- 
sources. The proposals which have now 
received the approval of the Government 
are the outcome of the joint efforts of the 
Government Committee on Unemployment, 
of which Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., T.D., 
is chairman; of the series of conferences 
held under the auspices of the Civics In- 
stitute of Ireland, and of several meetings 
between leaders of the Irish Labour Patty 
and the Master-Builders’ Federation. 


3,000 HOUSES A YEAR. 


As the outcome of these proceedings, 
and of subsequent consultations with the 
owners of sawmills, ironworks, quarries 
and brickworks, the Free State Govern- 
ment is satisfied that the cost of building 
which has hitherto prevailed will be 
reduced by at least one-fifth. The essence 
of the scheme, as now decided upon, is the 
‘‘ mass-production ’’ of the component

AN HISTORIC EVENT 


WALL STREET LISTS 
STERLING LOAN.

The Times in a leading article says :— 
The listing of a British Government 
Sterling Loan on the New York Stock Ex- 
change is an historic event af some import- 
ance. During and ‘since the war more 
than one British loan has been floated and 
listed in Wall Street; but these loans, 
like the British war debt to America, wero 
obligations in dollars. The British Govern- 
ment, that is to say, cannot discharge the 
liability in sterling in this country, but 
must obtain American dollars for the 
purpose. 

On the. other hand, the four per cent. 
Funding Loan, which is now to be listed 
in New York, is an intertial loan issued 
here in 1919 at 80, and is a purely sterling 
obligation. It is one of the lesser long- 
term British loans, the amount outstand- 
ing being about £588,000,000. 

The loan is one of sve few British issues, 
interest upon which is paid free of tax to 
holders resident abroad. It was given this 
tax exemption privilege in order to attract 
subscriptions from abroad.

can be relied upon. oncessions have also 
been agreed upon which will permit of the 
employment of a substantially increased 
proportion of unskilled labour on the 
actual work of house construction. So far 
as possible, raw materials and component 
parts will be of Irish origin and 
workmanship. Such materials as it may 
be necessary to import will be purchased 
in the form of large cargoes, and will be 
supplied by the Government to contractors 
to be employed in various parts of the 
country. 


CENTRAL HOUSING BOARD. 


While detailed administrative arrangs- 
ments have not yet heen completed, it is 
intended that the scheme shall be carried 
through under the control of a Central 
Housing Board in association with the 
Housing Department of the Ministry for 
Local Government. The Board wil] be 
presided over by an experienced adminis- 
trator, and its membership will probably 
embrace representatives of the engineering 
and architectural professions, building and 
allied trades, and nominees of the Irish 
Labour Party. 

The problem of combining standardised 
houses with architectural variety and 
town-planning principles is now engaging 
the attention of the Unemployment Com- 
mittee and of the other bodies whose co- 
operation has been secured. It is under- 
stood that at least 5,000 of the proposed 
houses will be built in the Dublin area. 
and the remainder in other cities and 
towns throughout the Free State. 


WORK FOR 10,000. 


When it is realised that 5,000 new 
houses in the Dublin area will represent 
developments far in excess of the aggregate 
of all the housing schemes which have been 
carried out in the same area during the 
last ten years, it becomes possible to form 
some conception of the bold and far-reach- 
ing nature of the new project. Another 
measure of the importance of the scheme 
can be estimated from the aspect of 
employment. It is calculated to provide 
continuous work for not less than 10,000 
tradesmen and labourers, upon the work of 
manufacturing and construction, for a 
period of five years.

CANADIAN MILLIONATIRE’S 
MONEY, 


WILL OF SIR MORTIMER DAVIS. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


MONTREAL, Wednesday. 

The will of Sir Mortimer Davis, who 
recently died at Cannes, has been granted 
probate here. There are bequests of 100,000 
dollars to two Montreal hospitals, to the 
Federation of Jewish Philanthropies, and the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association, with addi- 
tional substantial bequests to friends, servants, 
and relatives. 

Davis and Mr. Mortimer Davis, 
junior, are to share on an equal basis the net 
annual revenue from the estate, under the 
direction of the executors, Lord Shaughnessy, 
Mr. R. M. Reaper, and Lady Davis. The 
total amount of the estate has not yet been 
iven; but it is unofficially estimated at over 
00,000,000 dollars. 

The will provides for large powers for the 
executors in respect of winding up the estate, 
the maximum time limit being 50 years, and 
if during that time the son and Lady Davis 
die, the residue of the estate shall be devoted 
to charitable purposes, under a plan whereby 
75 per cent. will be devoted to the building 
of a general hospital in Montreal, open to all, 
with a majority of the management of the 
Jewish faith. e remaining 25 per cent, is 
to be distributed, half to the Federation of 
Jewish Philanthropies, and half to the non- 
sectarian charitable institutions in the 
province of Quebec, to be selected by the 
executors. 

[Note.—Sir Mortimer Davis died at Cannes 
on March 21. He was reputed to be one.of 
the wealthiest men in the world. He was 
Director-General of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, President of the Imperial Tobacco 
Company of Canada, and Director of several 
other Industrial Corporations. Sir Mortimer 
was the father-in-law of Miss Rose Dolly, the 
American actress. |

WAGES OF MENTAL 
HOSPITAL STAFFS, 


THE MULLINGAR SCHEME 


CONDEMNED. 


Mr. T, Craughwell presided at a meeting 
of the Executive of the Mental Hospital See- 
tion, Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, held at 112 Marlborough 
street, Dublin, when delegates from. different 
parts of Ireland attendéd, The action of the 
recent Mental Hospital Committees’ confer- 
ence was considered.

REFORM OF LOCAL 
SERVICES. 


‘‘ BLOWING THE GAFF” ON 

COMMISSIONS. 
Speaking in Athlone, under the auspices 
of the local Technical Committee, on Tuesday 
night, Professor Johnston, Barrington Lec- 
turer, Trinity College, Dublin, dealt with the 
need for the better organisation of the public 
services. 
The need for reform of local government, 
he said, was appreciated by the national 
Government, but the machinery of national 
government. was not itself above criticism. 
The right kind of reform of local govern- 
ment might simplify and cheapen the cost of 
all government, while adding to the real 
freedom of local communities. 
Now that expert administration of local 
government was better provided for, there 
should be, he contended, some relaxation of 
central control and. an extension of the 
functions of local administration, so as to 
include old age pensions and health insur- 
ance, now managed by departmental agents 
of the State. He suggested the setting up 
of one civic organiser ór commissioner in 
each county capital, who would be in tonch 
not only with county council work, but also 
with the activities of State agents, such as 
old age pension officers, unemployment and 
labour exchange Officials, and in touch also 
with the officials who-had the administratiod 
Agriculture, Industry and Commerce, and 
Finance. 
Central Departments of the national Go- 
vernment also suffered from a failure to co- 
ordinate their‘own work, with the result that, 
instead of there being one comprehensive and 
consistent policy, we had nearly as many 
policies as we had Departments of the central 
Government. To remedy this position he 
pleaded for the establishment of a co-ordinat- 
ing National Economic Council to advise the 
Government, the Oireachtas and the public, 
Speaking as one who had been a member 
of several Commissions, Professor Johnston 
remarked that he wondered when the time 
would come when people no longer would be 
impressed by the “ pretentious humbug of 
the Commission.” ‘It is my duty on all 
occasions,” he concluded, “ to blow the gaff 
on that humbug:”’

He said that he did so, not because he had 
any liking for it, but because he was in favour 
of anything that would prevent the passage 
of the bill through the House. He accused 
the Government of gambling with the Consti- 
tution of the country, a remark which was 
greeted with ironical cheers from the Opposi- 
tion benches. 
Another Conservative in revalt was Sir W. 
Davison, who declared that even in existing 
circumstances the privilege of the vote was 
hot really appreciated, judging by the per- 


serious and important matter, they would not 
be proposing to give it to young people of 21: 
| It-would be restrieted to people old enough 
to appreciate its value. It was Ohly because 


they did not care whether it was given to 
boys or girls or not. 

‘HOME SECRETARY HITS BACK. 
The Home Secretary described the sup- 
orters of the amendment as of the pre- 
“historic type. Lord Hugh Cecil was, indeed 
the ‘‘ Piltdown ”' skull itself. (Laughter.) He 
had consulted his own mind as to the age at 
which people were best fitted to vote. The 
conclusion he came to was that 52 was about 
the right age. (Laughter.) If it were pos- 
sible to have a House composed of men of 52. 
perhaps they might get on better than they 
did. But all that was hardly relevant to 
the present debate. Referring to the 
speech by Mr. Esmond Harmsworth, 
the Home Secretary said that he had 
always regarded him as an oligarchist. 
Every civilised country in the world, inciud- 
ing the United States and our own 
Dominions, gave men the vote at 21, and if 
they refrained from following that example 
they would be flying in the face of the poli- 
tical ideas of practically the whole civilised 
community. This was a matter on which the 
Cabinet were absolutely unanimous, and not 
one which, in their opinion, ought to be left 
to the free vote of the House. 

On a division the amendment was defeated 
by 359 votes to. 16, 

On the question of election expenses Mr. 
Arthur Henderseh moved a new clause, to 
provide that the maximum scale should ‘be 
reduced *to sixpence in the counties and four- 
pence in the boroughs, in place of the present 
scale of sevenpence and fivepence. 

The Home Seeretary, after some debate, 
said that he would report the ‘trend of the 
discussion to the Prime Minister, and give 
the decision of the Government on the matter 
on Monday. 

The debate was adjourned, and the House 
rose at 11 o'clock,

Sir Patrick Hastings, K.C., for the 
brothers du Cros, said that they were 
plaintiffs in three actions against the com- 
pany, and defendants in actions in which 
the company were plaintifis. His clients 
and the company had agreed that all 
charges should be unreservedly withdrawn | 
and the litigation settled on terms satis- 
factory to the paries. 

There was a matter, however, which. he 
desired to mention. Sir Arthur du Cros 
had not been engaged actively in the 
management of the company since he 
ceased to be chairman. and managi 
director of the company, but he and. Mr. 
Alfred du Cros had been bound to the 
company by certain agreements. One of 
the main questions in the actions was 
whetlier they were so bound. Those agree- 
ments were now to be cancelled on terms. 
Fach party would pay its own costs. In 
all the circumstances, Sir Arthur du Cros 
and Mr. Alfred du Cros elected to resi 
the honorary positions of president and 
vice-president, though that was not pro- 
vided for in the terms of settlement. 

Mr. Justice Maugham made an’ order

Kerry put 
the horse into the field; but when Kerry 
went away witness turned the horse out. _ 
The defendant said that he beught this 
horse at Tullamore Fair. He could not get 
a smith to put on shoes, as they were busy. 
The horse walked on a stone and cut its 
hoof and fell. Witness put the animal into 
Flanagan’s field. He came back at 5.50 op 
the Sunday morning, and found the horse 
lving on the road, and it could not get up. 
He slaughtered. skinned and cut up the 
animal, and took it all away.
